ANSWERS CRITICS 


, WASHINGTON, D. C.—“Some persons have asked how B’nai B’rith 
can take no stand one way or the other on a Jewish Commonwealth, 
and yet endorse full participation in the American Jewish Conference, 
which is on record as favoring and working for the creation of such 
a Commonwealth.” 

This question is asked—and answered—in the forthcoming issue of 
The National Jewish Monthly, official organ of B’nai B’rith, in the 
‘following featured editorial: 

“After the recent B’nai B’rith triennial convention in New York, 
Denver’s Intermountain Jewish News summarized the convention’s 
main-achievement in these words: ‘Once again, the conscience of Amer- 
jean Jewry has spoken. It is the fearless voice of Henry Monsky, 
President of B’nai B’rith, who speaks across all the lines that divide 
one Jew from another to call for unity in these critical times.’ 


RESOLUTIONS VARIED 

“The Intermountain Jewish News was referring to B’nai B’rith 
action with reference to the American Jewish Conference and the 
question of a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine. Let us recall ex- 
actly what happened at the convention. Several delegates, in their 
own names or those of their lodges, presented resolutions dealing with 
the subject of a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine. These resolutions 
differed considerably from one another. One, for example, asked that 
B'nai B’rith endorse all the actions taken at the American Jewish 
Cohference with the exception of the Conference’s stand on a Jewish 
Commonwealth, and that B’nai B’rith should take no action for or 
against that particular resolution. Another demanded that entirely 
without reference to the Conference, B’nai B’rith go on record as being 
neither in favor of nor opposed to the idea of a Jewish Common- 
wealth in Palestine. A third urged that B’nai B’rith come out in 
favor of a Jewish Commonwealth. 

“President Monsky made it quite clear why B’nai B’rith could not 
pass any of these resolutions. ‘B’nai B’rith,’ he stated in his message, 
‘has a membership of diverse ideologies. We must not attempt, by 
the rule of the majority, to regiment the thinking or encroach upon 
the freedom of action of the minority, however small. The adoption 
or defeat of these resolutions would be contrary to this principle. 


‘B’nai B’rith recognizes the right of each member to determine his 


own attitude on any such issues,’ 

“That has been B’nai B’rith’s policy for more than 100 years, and 
it-has been the Order’s strength. It is the reason why B’nai B'rith, 
alone among all Jewish organizations, was able to call the Pittsburgh 
Conference which led to the American Jewish Conference. 


ANY ACTION FUTILE 


“But for B’nai B’rith merely to have taken no action one way or the 
other at its convention would have been a futile move. As President 
Monsky put it: ‘B’nai B’rith would cease to be worthy of its tradition 
if under the guise of neutrality it failed to adhere to and participate 
fully in a program of action calculated to meet the challenging prob- 
lems and the stark realities of the gravest tragedy in the history of 
the Jewish people.’ 

“And so the convention, which is B’nai B’rith’s supreme ruling body, 
enthusiastically passed a resolution that ‘B’nai B’rith shall continue its 
full participation in the American Jewish Conference and its Interim 
Committee.’ This same resolution had been adopted by the Order’s 
Executive Committee last January, and the convention thereby re- 
affirmed it. 

“Now what does all this mean? Some persons have asked how 
B'nai B’rith can take no stand one way or the other on a Jewish Com- 
monwealth, and yet endorse full participation in the Conference, which 
#8 On record as favoring and working for the creation of such a 
Commonwealth. 

“The answer is. that these are two completely different matters. The 
first involves the official position of the organization, as distinguished 
from its members as individuals, upon an ideological question or con- 
cept; the second involves participation by the organization in a com- 
mon program of action. The matter of majority and minority within 
me B'nai Brith has nothing -to do with the case. The majority of 
B’nai B’rith members may favor a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine, 
but this does not affect the propriety of B’nai B’rith refraining from 
any expressed position as an organization upon the Jewish Common- 
Wealth issue, 

“Every Jew with a will to serve in the diversified fields of activity 
which make up the B’nai B’rith program is offered the opportunity 
for such service in B’nai B’rith. . . . We have no creedal prerequi- 
sites. A member may be Orthodox, Conservative, or Reform. He may 
be pro-Jewish Commonwealth, or he may be interested in the re- 
building of Palestine on a different basis. He is privileged to think 


and act as he chooses, ... 4h

ever, of cooperating with and par- 
ticipating in ‘a program of action’ 
adopted by a vast majority of the 
accredited representatives of com- 
munities and organizations which 
constitute, by and large, and which 
express the views of, the American 
Jewish community. 


“By way of illustration, some 
may not be in accord with the po- 
litical philosophy, at a given time, 
of the dominant party in our na- 
tional life, and those who are not 
in accord may continue to believe 
as they choose; but the democratic 
processes require their collabora- 
tion with and their full participa- 
tion in what may become the de- 
clared national policy and program 
of action. Any other course would 
spell disaster. In the case of our 
people, any other course except 
such collaboration and participa- 
tion in a common program of ac- 
tion foredooms tragic failure at a 
time when such failure might re- 
sult in the greatest calamity of 
our entire history. It is this demo- 
cratic principle which motivates 
the action of our country as a 
whole in the present crisis. It is 
because of this, and in this way, 
that the war is going to be won. 

“We Jews are engaged in no less 
real a war today—a war for our 
very survival. We have _ been 
brought together, at long last, by 
the pressure of critical circum- 
stances. Individuals and groups 
which once indulged in the peace- 
time luxury of antagonistic di- 
visiveness are finally united on a 
common program of action. They

NEW YORK (Spl.)—A Jewish 
man, publishing’ a book containing 
anti-Jewish statements is the pos- 
ition of E. Haldman-Julius, editor 
of the “Little Blue Books” series. 
The book at fault, called “Proverbs 
of Russia,” was removed from the 
counters of F. W. Woolworth 
stores here after complaint of a 
reader of PM. Mr. Haldman-Jul- 
ius promised that the booklets 
would be taken out of circulation. 
“We are Jewish ourselves,” he said, 
“and certainly can’t be accused of 
anti-Semitism.” 

The so-called proverbs apparent- 
ly circulated in Russia in the 
Czarist period and were the type 
of statements utilized by~ those 
elements who incited pogroms.

“Knowing that they have lost the 
war,” the President said, “the 
Nazis are determined to complete 
their program of mass-extermina- 
tion. This program is but one 
manifestation of Hitler’s aim to 
salvage from military defeat vic- 
tory for Nazi principles—the very 
princip!es which this war must de- 
stroy unless we shall have fought 
in vain.” 

“To us the unprovoked murder 
of innocent people simply because 
of race, religion or political creed 
is the blackest of all possible 
crimes,” the President said. “Since 
the Nazis began this campaign, 
many of our citizens in all walks 
of ‘ife and of all political and re- 
ligious persuasions have expressed 
our feeling of revulsion and our 
anger. It is a matter with re- 
spect to which there is and can be 
no division of opinion among us.’

Many a 
housewife on this wintry Sunday 
morning in 1900 began to dream 
and talk of a new family carriage 
—without a horse! 

There on the front page of the 
newspaper was the thrilling story. 
Henry Ford had given a reporter 
aride in the first Detroit-built auto- 
mobile — an experimental model. 
It had been an inspiring experience. 

A speed of 25 miles an hour had 
been attained. The reporter nearly 
leapt overboard in fright, but had 
kept his perch over the 3-gallon 
gas tank. 

He was now able to record ecstat- 
ically that the “big machine rode 
with dreamlike smoothness” despite 
the ruts... that it “stopped within 


six feet” and was off again “‘like a 
frightened ghost’. 

Mr. Ford had proved himself 
“an expert in cutting circles and 
other fancy figures’. He turned 
sharp curves “‘with the grace and 
ease of a wild bird”. Even a milk 
wagon and a loaded dray had been 
encountered without mishap! 

From these early days, the name 
Ford has never ceased to be news. 

The reason lies in the basic Ford 
principle: build a sturdy, simple car 
priced within the reach of the greatest 
number. 

When production was stopped 
on the 1942 models, more than 
80,000,000 Ford-built cars and 
trucks had taken to the road. And 
millions of them, the country over, 
are still serving America’s vital 


transportation needs. Much of the 
present news of Ford is of course 
“restricted”, for it has to do with 
the mass production of giant aircraft 
and many other tools of victory. 

But there will come a day when 
Ford news will again feature civil- 
ian models. You may be sure they 
will reflect all the ingenuity and 
precision engineering which are 
traditional with Ford. They will 
benefit, too, by the newer knowl- 
edge of materials and fabrication 
methods. 

Yes, the Ford cars of the future 
may even challenge the descriptive 
powers of that forgotten reporter 
who, at the turn of the century, 
rolled along the streets of Detroit

BACK IN THE HORSE AND BUGGY DAYS, about fifty years 
ago, Simon Segar, Louis Gumbinsky, Albert Kantrowitz, Eli Kauf- 
man, Saul Munter, Julius Rosenfeld and Jake Solomon, had a 
camping club that spent six weeks each summer at Havérsticks, 
near Broad Ripple. The young men would pile into two boats at 
the North and Canal streets’ boathouse at 11 P. M. and would 
row until daylight until they reached Broad Ripple. They would 
carry the boats from, the Canal to White River and then row two 
and a half miles further to the camp. The horse and wagon ex- 
press, furnished by the Munters’ stable and loaded with seven 
tents and the complete camping outfit, would start driving at 
midnight and arrive at the camp at four in the morning. The 
cook was the head chef at the old Bates House, Andrew Jackson. 
He spent his vacation with them, his only pay, a five gallon jug of 
liquor. One of the tents was used for cooking, one as a dining 
room, and the others for sleeping. The parents would get up 
very early Sunday mornings and drive to the camp for the day, 
bringing home-baked pies and cakes, chickens, corn on the cob, 
muskmelons, watermelons and many other good foods in sea- 
son. . Among the “gals” of those days who were guests on 
special occasions were Rose Weil, Sallie and Carrie Rosenthal, 
Roxie Stein and the Mitchell girls.

THE BOYS HAD a serenading crowd, too, back in the eighteen- 
nintys. Saul Munter and Julius Rosenfeld played the mandolin, 
Louis Gumbinsky (brother of Harry Von Tilser), Ed Snyder and 
Ed Krause, the guitar and Simon Segar the triangle. They would 
climb into Saul’s wagon and go around town serenading various 
Jewish friends. Feeling especially hilarious at 2 o’clock one morn- 
ing they lustily serenaded the Haas-Morris folks at their home on 
Alabama Street, between Michigan and North. It struck Dr. Haas 
and Nathan Morris’ funny bones, so they invited the boys in for 
sandwiches and champagne! That was a highlight of their career. 

Another night while passing the L, S. Ayres home on 
North Delaware St. (The Arthur Jordan Conservatory is housed 
there now) they discovered a party in progress. They stopped 
and audaciously played their best. The Ayres were delighted, in- 
vited them in to play for the guests and fed them sumptuously. 
Those were the days!

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The Editor’s Chair 


I hate to embarrass people, and 
I don’t like to continually harp on 
any one issue, but J. L. Teller, edi- 
tor of the Independent Jewish Press 
Service, lays himself so wide open 
to criticism on “canned” editor- 
ials that I have no other alterna- 
tive. 

In an article which he kindly 
sent out to all Anglo-Jewish news- 
papers, Mr. Teller calls for a re- 
vitalization of the editorial page 
in the English Jewish newspapers. 
Let him tell it to you himself: 

“Too many Jewish editors and 
publishers have too long refrained 
from expressing militantly opin- 
ions of their own. Too long have 
they accepted guidance. The news- 
paper is not just an instrument, it 
is an independent organ with func- 
tions all its own, integrated, of 
course, with other communal or- 
gans. It is not merely an inter- 
mediary to forward information, 
i.e.; press releases and statements 
from national organizations and 
national leadership to the people 
standing timorously before a pub- 
licity-spouting rhetoric wisdom. 

“Too many of us, in English- 
Jewish journalism, have failed to 
develop the faculty which is a nec- 
essary requisite for newsmen—the 
critical faculty. We feared that 
criticism in the best of faith, might 
nonetheless have negative effects. 
So we have been satisfied with 
acting as mere transmitters, and 
have thus failed of our duty. 


“Jewish leadership will cease to 
ignore him (the editor). Jewish 
leadership, and his own commun- 
ity, will learn seriously to consider 
his views. The reader of his news- 
paper will learn to look in his 
columns not merely for a report 
of speeches, he, the reader him- 
self, has heard delivered, but for 
the editor’s view of these speeches. 
At first the editor’s exceptions will 
intrigue the reader. After a while 
they will become a needed part of 
his diet, and stimulate his own 
thinking. When that occurs—when 
American Jews, each and every 
one, begin to do their own think- 
ing, American Jewry will at long 
_ last become a really democratical- 
ly functioning community and 
evolve forms of its own, not by 
accident, but by forethought) and 
planning.”

B’nai B’rith Statement Answers Nothing 


Ts POST has read and re-read the news re- 
lease on page one from B'nai B’rith, which 
quite obviously comes as a reaction to the wide- 
spread disappointment with the action of the 
Order in refusing to entertain a resolution on 
the Palestine question. The news release does 
not seem other than a hodge-podge of double talk. 
B’nai B’rith’s position is no more under- 
standable now, after the explanation, than before. 

And the real problem is overlooked. 

For several years there has been a grass 
roots demand for B’nai B’rith to take a stand 
on critical Jewish questions. When the Order 
espoused the American Jewish Conference, and 
later supported its Palestine Resolution, it seem- 
ed to most observers that B’nai B’rith had ful- 
filled the promise of its 100 years of service in 
behalf of the Jew. 

The B’nai B’rith had the alternative at this 
Triennial of stepping forth boldly and an- 
swering here to its responsibilities as the larg- 
est and most powerful Jewish organization in 
the United States., Or it could have acted ex- 
actly as it did. 


The lodge’s ‘position is clear now. It will 
continue to be a meeting ground for all diver- 
gent groups in Jewish life. That was its strong 
point before and on that basis it seems prepared 
to do or die. In the Post’s opinion it will die. 
The B’nai B’rith had gone as far as it can as a 
philanthropic organization, ‘and was ‘being called 
upon to take the banner of leadership in a vital 
American Jewish Community. This is has re- 
fused to do. 

Quite possibly it could not have done other- 
wise without serious internal repercussions. 

Isn’t it probable that .all national Jewish 
organiations who have no Jewish battle to fight, 
no specific Jewish philosophy on which to thrive, 
will pass out of the picture? 

In any event the statement will satisfy no 
one. The big question still remains unanswered. 
The only question answered is that the B’nai 
B’rith cannot take a stand on a controversial 
issue and that is a heck of a position for any- 
one to be in! 


Democracy in Action 


HE SPEEDY removal of Robert W. Lyons as 
national Republican committeeman from Indi- 
ana is testimony to the force of public opinion. 
Although Mr. Lyons’ association with the Ku 


Klux Klan goes back to the 1920s, the stigma

The Indiana newspapers, especially the In- 
dianapolis Star, which carried the full account 
of the charges and counter charges and the de- 
velopments, although it refrained from editorial 
comment, deserve commendation also. 

All in all, the entire episode was. a good ex- 
ample of democracy in action.

Regret that Baruch, a Park Bench Occupant 
Instead of a Synagogue Seat-Holder, Expressed 
by Rabbi Julian B. Feibelman in The Jewish 
Ledger of New Orleans—On May 24 Bernard M. 
Baruch was presented with the Churchman 
Award for promoting good will and better under- 
standing, and on May 25 was given a gold medal 
by General George G. Marshall, Chief of Staff, 
United States Army, “for distinguished service 
to humanity.” 

Both of these occasions were at dinner in the 
Waldorf Astoria Hotel. Mr. Baruch, America’s 
eldest statesman, had occasion to speak after 
General Marshall’s presentation, and gave four 
pillars which will maintain American life. The 
first was “spirituality.” The others were edu- 
cation, economic and military. 

Mr. Baruch has never emphasized his Judaism, 
neither acclaiming nor denying it. He has been 
outstanding in the two major crises of our time. 
War Presidents have leaned heavily upon him. 
His philanthropies alone would establish his name. 

We shall always regret, however, that so 
worthy a son of Israel, whose name “Baruch” 
has beer for blessing, shall go down in history 
as a park-bench occupant, instead of a synagogue 
seat-holder!

New York News Scored for Creating Divi- 
sion by Congress Weekly, Organ of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress—An example of fostering 
divisiveness was given recently by the New York 
News in an editorial on the coming presidential 
elections. The paper quotes a poll taken by an 
“influential Republican politician,’ who estab- 
lished a series of facts about the 1940 Presi- 
dential vote. In that election the poll shows, 
Catholics voted about 75 per cent for Roosevelt, 
Jews, 95 per cent, White Protestant “old line 
Americans” voted 55 per cent for Willkie, etc. 
The same Republican politician also makes pre- 


dictions on the 1944 elections. Among the Irish 
Catholics Roosevelt has lost considerable strength. 
The Italian Catholics are undecided. The Polish 
Catholics are mostly against Roosevelt. “The 
Jewish voters appear to be as strongly for him 
as in 1940.” This last prediction is adorned 
with the following explanatory sentence: “Poli- 
tical feelings of recent immigrants are largely 
influenced by European problems.” The predic- 
tions go on to separate the Northern White 
American Protestants from the Southern White 
American Protestants, etc., etc. 


The facts may be true or otherwise. Cath- 
olics may have given Roosevelt 75 per cent of 
their vote and Jews 95 per cent, or they may 
have not. What is illuminating about the News 
and the kind of public opinion it represents is 
the fact that it considers it its patriotic duty 
to select a series of figures from the calculations 
of a Republican political laboratory and present 
them with explanations representing the White 
Protestant “old line American” as belonging to 
one category of voters and the various immi- 
grant groups “influenced by European problems” 
to another category. One need not spread bias 
and prejudice against racial and religious group 
in such violent fashion as do the defenders in 
the Washington ‘sedition trial; it is enough to 
present this series of figures and add a few 
“innocent” commentaries to produce the same 
effect. : 

As against the “Americanism” of the News 
let us quote a short passage from a sermon de- 
livered recently by Dr. Stephen S. Wise on the 
Jewish vote in the coming elections: “Nothing 
could be more unfortunate than that any racial 
or religious group should vote as such... .

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CAN ADIAN JEWS FLAY Satellites May Desist Is Hope, 


QUEBEC OFFICIALS

MONTREAL—The Canadian Jewish Congress this week made pub- 
lic a statement expressing regret at the fact that “not one word of 
public protest or public expression of disapproval” has been uttered 
by any of the responsible members of the Provincial Government of 
Quebec, or the clergy, condemning the anti-Jewish acts in Quebec 
City, which culminated in the recent attempt to burn down the new 


synagogue there. 


“Whilst the Jewish community appreciates the statement attributed 
to Attorney General Leon Casgrain that ‘this Province is one where 
freedom of worship exists in its complete form,’ it is regrettable that 
these sentiments are apparently not shared by many influential citi- 
zens of this Province, and certainly not by the majority of the civic 
authorities of Quebec City,” the statement says, 

“The Jewish community of Quebec City comprises about one hundred 
families. Since 1932 they have endeavored to obtain permission to 
erect a synagogue where they might worship the religion of their 


fathers. 


Every conceivable obstacle was utilized to obstruct their 


laudable efforts, until finally in 1943 the City Council passed a by-law 
to expropriate the land purchased by the Jews whereon to erect thei: 
house of worship. This by-law has been attacked in the courts and the 
issue is still to be tried. In the meantime, while the building was bein. 
constructed, mass meetings were permitted to take place, where a 
Jewish feelings were aroused, to the knowledge of the authorities, 
civic, provincial and clerical, meetings even staged at the time when 
Churchill, Roosevelt and other dignitaries of the United Nations met 
in Quebec to plan their fight against Fascism, Nazis, etc. 

“The broken windows of the Quebec synagogue.will be replaced; the 
charred wall will be repaired. In the meantime, the very right of the 
congregation to worship in their new synagogue is still being con- 
tested in the courts by the City Council] of Quebec, and this at the 
expense of the citizens,” the statement concludes.

But Report Shows No Let Up 


Red Cross Can't Get to 
Jews Being Deported

CAIRO—The Greek Government- 


in-Exile this week reported that 
approximately 2,000 Jewish resi- 
dents of Athens, including holders 
of Spanish, Italian and Turkish 
passports, were deported by the 
Germans to occupied Poland last 
month. The deportation took place 
despite protests of foreign ambas- 
sadors in Greece, the report stated. 


“The conditions under which 
these victims of German barbarism 
were transported are terrible,” the 
statement of the Greek Govern- 
ment said. “Trucks in which men, 
women and children, healthy and 
sick alike, were loaded were for- 
merly used to haul coal and wood, 
and have only one entrance which 
is sealed by an iron bar, and one 
small railed window. The Germans 
closed even this small window with 
barbed wire, thus making any com- 
munication with the outside im- 
possib.e. 


“The Jews had to remain for two 
whole days in the trucks in the 
railway station before they were 
loaded onto trains: During this 
time one woman died and another 
gave birth to a child without any 
medical assistance. The Germans 
gave no focd or water to their vic- 
tims. The Greek Red Cross, when 
informed of what had happened, 
sent some truckloads of food to the 
railway station. The German offi- 
cers in command, however, refused 
to open the doors of the trucks on 
the pretext that they were ordered 
to forbid any communication with 
the Jews. The only concession 
made was to remove the barbed 
wire from the windows, through 
which the Greek Nursing Sisters 
threw what little food they could,” 
the statement concluded. 





Nazis Say J.T. A. Man 
Prisoner; J.T. A. Says No

SELL NO MILK 
TO JEWS, ORDER

ZURICH—Hungarian farmers 
were ordered this week not to 
sell milk and dairy products to 
Jews. Peasants who violate this 
order will be severely punished 
and their property will be con- 
fiscated, it was announced over 
the Budapest radio, which broad- 
cast the government decree. 


Jews throughout Hungary, 
whether or not they have already 
been confined in ghettos, are re- 
stricted to shopping only two 
hours daily, under a decree pub- 
lished in the official gazette.

Nazis Boast 5 Million 
Jews Exterminated

The newspapers in Germany tell 
unblushingly of a survey showing 
that nearly all of Nazi-occupied 
Europe is “Judenrein,”’ as _ the 
Nazis call it. They boast of having 
killed off five million innocent 
Jewish men, women and children. 
The same story adds that only a 
half million Hungarian Jews need 
to be “eliminated” and then the 
Nazis will ‘have made good their 
promise to murder every Jew in 
Nazi-occupied Europe. 





If the Jews were able to repay 
the Germans and were as _ heart- 
less, then should the “total death” 
of the Jews be repaid by the “total 
death” of the Germans. By strict 
justice, five million civilian Ger- 
mans should be ruthlessly mur- 
dered. Mass gas chambers should 
be erected in Hamburg and Bre- 
men and Berlin, where the little 
German infants and their mothers 
should be suffocated to death. But 
the Jews have no power. They 
cannot achieve any total victory 
against Nazis and cannot as much 
as touch, as Jews, a single hair of 
the head of any Nazi. 


But there are others. There are 
probably some twenty million dead 
and wounded Russians as a result 
of the Nazis. Shall Russia forgive 
this? In city after city in Russia, 
thousands of its inhabitants were 
forced to dig vast graves and then 
forced to stand in them .as the 
Nazis mercilessly mowed them 
down with machine guns. Shall 
Russia now pat the hand that did 
this? Shall she say, “Oh, you were 
just misled by a few people. You 
are a nice people. Let’s have a 
drink of vodka and forget all about 
it, what do you say?” 


Shall Poland, Holland and Bel- 
gium and all the other countries 
which have been raped by the Nazi 
beasts forget and forgive? Can 
they, even if they want to? 


Moving Armies May 
Have Some Influence

WASHINGTON — Well - in- 


formed circles in Washington this 
week expressed the opinion that 
the Allied invasion may result in 
stepping-up of German extermina- — 
tion of Jews, but, at the same 
time, may have a beneficial effect 
for Jews in Nazi-satellite countries. 

“The satellites of Germany may 
bow to the threat of the oncoming 
Allied armies and abandon their 
Nazi-inspired persecution of the 
Jews,” it was stated here this 
week. The Office of War Informa- 
tion will continue to broadcast 
warnings to European countries 
against anti-Jewish action, includ- 
ing the one by President Roose- 
velt regarding the consequences 
for those continuing the persecu- 
tion of Jews, as well as similar 
warnings made recently by Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull and by 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. 

Attention was drawn here to” 
the fact that the majority of the 
Jews who are still in France are 
concentrated in the southern part 
of the country, the section that 
remained unoccupied longest and 
that is near to the Spanish fron- 
tier. Hope was expressed that with 
the development of the invasion, 
the Spanish authorities may be 
willing to admit many of these 
Jews to Spain in transit to “free 
ports” which are being contem- 
plated. ;

ASKS END TO INTERNECINE FIGHT;

To the Editor: 

Even though the maximum of 
effort for the successful ending of 
this war has not yet been attain- 
ed, it is nevertheless true that a 
new high has been established in 
the varied forms of divisions be- 
tween people everywhere. The 
minds of most thinking. people 
throughout the world are daily 
turning to plans and schemes by 
and under which a total brother- 
hood of Man may be created. In 
the process of these accomplish- 
ments, the people of the earth 
have been divided into hostile 
camps. . 


One of these groups here in 
America is that of the Jewish 
faith. I am one of this people and 
because I sense what is happening 
to its adherents do I wonder as to 
its destiny and the destiny of the 
Jews everywhere. 


It would accomplish no useful 
purpose to here reiterate the his- 
tory of the Jew since time im- 
memorial, nor would it lend any 
value to this present thesis. As 
to whether the Jews are members 
of a nation having had sovereign 
existence many years ago or are 
members of a religious order only 
and owe sovereign allegiance to 
the respective lands under whose 
banners they live, is of no import- 
ance here and now. 

The historical fact, however, 
cannot be denied that the Jew un- 
der many different forms of gov- 
ernment and in many separate 
lands, has for centuries past, been 
the first victim of vile persecution 
and unspeakable torture. This 
fact has been known to civilized 
people for hundreds of years and 
while the Jew has planned and 
worked to help and salvage his co- 
religionists in many ways, the pos- 
ition in world affairs of the Jew 
finally became articulate with all 
civilized nations at the end of 
World War I and was then re- 
solved in the action of the Allied 
nations. There was then created 
and established the British Man- 
date over Palestine thru and un- 
der the Balfour Declaration. 

This paper, like all documents 
conceived in the past and intended 
for the alleviation of human suf- 
fering and misery, whether it be 
the Magna Carta or the Consti- 
tution of the United States, is now 
being subjected to such interpre- 
tations as each of the hostile 
groups seeks to impose upon il 
by inference, adaptation or con- 
struction.

While disclaiming any sacrilegious 
intent, one might paraphrase the 
Biblical admonition thus: The land 
should be occupied and cultivated 
by those best fitted to serve the 
human family morally and cultur- 
its use controlled for the 
public benefit without regard to 
the wishes of the owner. Justice, 
however, demands that the sup- 
planted owner be duly compen- 
sated. This philosophy underlies 
the established law of Eminent 
Domain, which vests the state with 
the right of appropriating private 
property by condemnatory pro- 
ceedings. It therefore logically 
follows, that if by virtue of Jewish 
energy and talent Palestine may 
become a great industrial and 
agricultural center, contributing 
more to the world’s welfare than 
in the past, the self-interest of so- 
ciety dictates Jewish ascendancy 
in that region.

But these considerations will 
not avail so long as a single na- 
tion, such as Great Britain, ex- 
ercises exclusive authority over 
Palestine and consults solely its 
own interests, disregarding the 
world’s conscience and interests. 
So long as this situation prevails, 
the economic development of the 
Holy Land will be subject to re- 
current interruptions which even 
the establishment of a bi-national 
state will not prevent. In fact, 
Arab truculence is not likely 
to abate until the moral pres- 
tige and physical power of the 
United Nations reinforces that of 
Britain. Nor must we forget the 
events which prove that a small 
country can only survive by seek- 
ing the protection of great powers. 
The system of small independent 
units has manifestly become ob- 
solete through modern military 
conditions and the growing eco- 
nomic interdependence of the na- 
tions. 


If Great Britain is to retain her 
mandate over Palestine, different 
conditions must govern. An author- 
ity similar to the Permanent Man- 
datory Commission of the League 
of Nations must be vested with 
increased powers. The unwilling- 
ness Britain has displayed to sub- 
mit her policies to such a Com- 
mission for approval, cannot be 
permitted. Administrative officials 
for colonies should be drawn in 
part from nationals of states 
other than the mandatory power, 
and the Commission created should 
have the right to make inquires on 
the spot. Petitioning procedures 
should be made easier, 


Arab assent to the increase ot 
Jewish immigration is conceivable 
if a program be adopted with an 
eye to mutual advantage. It might 
include: (a) Generous representa- 
tion in the local government; (b) 
Liberal compensation for the lands 
they relinquish; (c) Abandonment 
of the practice of discriminating 
against Arab labor; (d) Sharing 
educational facilities and partici- 
pation in Unemployment Insur- 
ance and Social Security systems. 
These measures will enhance their 
physical, social and spiritual well- 
being, making them conscious of 
the benefits accruing from Jewish 
initiative and leadership, 

The foregoing should furnish 
some clues for harmonious rela- 
tions with the Arabs, who, after 
all, are our fellow human beings. 
The inescapable choice of the new 
world is brotherhood or chaos.

Nazis Say No to Swedish 
Offer to Rescue 40,000

STOCKHOLM—German author- 


ities have rejected a proposal of 
the Swedish government that they 
permit the Red Cross to take 40,- 
000 Jews from Rumania, includ- 
ing 5,000 children, on a Swedish 
ship, it was reported here this 
week. 

The Swedish government offered 
to send the Swedish ship “Barda- 
land” to the Rumanian port of 
Constanza in order to transport the 
Jews from there to Turkey, from 
where they could be transported 
overland to Palestine. The “Barda- 
land” has been engaged in bring- 
ing Red Cross relief to the people 
of occupied Greece. Other offers 
made by the Swedish government 
to Berlin with regard to the rescue 
of Jews from Rumania have also 
been rejected, it was disclosed.

Roosevelt 
Orders 1,000 
Be Admitted

‘WASHINGTON — Approximate- 
ly 1,000 refugees will be immedi- 
ately brought to the United States 
and placed in an “emergency refu- 
gee shelter” to be established at 
Fort Ontario, near Oswego, New 
York, President Roosevelt dis- 
closed at his press conference. 

While-the War Refugee Board 1s 
charged with the overall responsi- 
bility for the project, the army 
shall take the necessary security 
precautions so that the refugees 
will remain in the camp, and the 
actual administration of the camp 
is to be in the hands of the War 
Relocation Authority, the Presi- 
dent revealed. 

Asks Little Red Tape 

In a cablegram of instructions 
to Ambassador Robert Murphy in 
Algiers, the President said he 
would “like to include a reasonable 
proportion of various categories of 
persecuted people who have fled to 
Italy.” The President instructed 
the Ambassador “to bear in mind 
to the extent possible those refu- 
gees should be selected for whom 
other havens of refuge are not im- 
mediately available.” He cabled 
Murphy that the “procedure for 
the selection of the refugees and 
the arrangements for bringing 
them over should be as simple and 
expeditious as possible, uncompli- 
cated by-any of the usual formal- 
ities involved in admitting people 
to the United States under the 
immigration laws.” 

The Navy and War Departments 
were instructed in a memorandum 
to the secretaries to take the steps 
necessary to expedite the trans- 
portation of the refugees to the 
United States, and the War De- 
partment was ordered to arrange 
to furnish and properly equip Fort 
Ontario to receive the refugees, 
and to arrange for their transpor- 





tation from the port of arrival to 
the camp. The War Relocation 
Authority was instructed to make 
arrangements to handle the actual 
administration of the camp, de- 
signed as the “emergency refugee 
shelter.” 
UNRRA To Supply Finances 

The United States Bureau of the 
Budget will make arrangements 
for financing the project until the 
United Nations Relief and Rehab- 
ilitation Administration is in a 
position to assume the financial 
responsibilities involved, it was 
disclosed. The Bureau will draw 
upon available funds of the War 
Department, the War Relocation 
Authority, the War Refugee Board 
and the Foreign War Relief Ap- 
propriation, and if necessary, up- 
on the President’s Emergency 
Fund.

of history in liberated Europe, and, 
particularly in Poland, which has, 
at least, the historic glory of hav- 
ing offered the Jews a haven of 
refuge when they were driven out 
of other countries?”

To me, the most sordid spectacle 
produced by this warfare within the 
ranks of the Jews is the malicious 
vituperation coming from the writ- 
ten and spoken word of the pre- 
sumed leaders of Israel. How long 
has the rabbinate fallen when in- 
stead of teaching and expounding 
the princip!es of the Hebrew pro- 
phets of old, they lend the strength 


and power of their positions as 
leaders in the Jewish Faith, to 
slander and malign their brothers 
of the Cloth and all who deny the 
value of their respective positions ? 
The degradation of the Jewish pul- 
pit to this end is nauseating to 
say the least. 

One thing is certain. All Jews, 
everywhere on earth, be they of 
high or low estate have one thing 
in common and upon which there 
can be no dispute. It may vary 
in form and context, but basically 
it. is universal. That is our firm 
belief in the Hebrew tradition and 
our undying allegiance to our God 
as expressed in Israel’s watch- 
word: “SHAMAH £YISROEL!

Jewish officer from New York, Lt. 
Abraham Condiotti, who comes 
from & Sephardic family, was the 
commander of the first wave of 
smal} assault boats in the inva- 
sion landing between Cherbourg 
and Le Havre, while another New 
York Jew, Robert Halperin, was 
one of the first Americans—per- 
haps the very first—to go ashore 
in France, it is reported here from 
the invasion front. 

Condiotti’s own boat, the first to 
hit the beach, landed less than 60 
seconds after H-hour, B. J. Mec- 
Quaid, the New York Post corre- 
spondent, related in a dispatch 
written “aboard the combat trans- 
port U. S. Barnett in the trans- 
port area.” His boat carried mem- 
bers of an infantry company com- 
manded by Capt. Leonard T. 
Schroeder, 25, of Baltimore, Mr. 
Quaid wrote. “Just as Condiotti’s 
was the first boat to hit the beach, 
Schroeder may have been the first 
American or even Allied soldier to 
invade Europe,” he said. 

The news about Halperin’s land- 
ing, as related by William H. 
Stoneman, correspondent of the 
New York Post, in a dispatch dated 
“Off the Coast of France,” read: 
“One of the first Americans to go 
ashore in France — perhaps the 
very first—was Bob Halperin, for- 
merly of the Brooklyn Dodgers 
professional football team. His 
job is to mark beaches for the as- 
sault infantry, a daring job re- 
quiring as much brain as courage 
and barrels of both. _He made a 
hero of himself at Port Lyautey in 
Morocco, and at Gela, Sicily. He 
is certainly making a hero of him- 
self in there again this morning, 
doing a job on which the success 
of our assault depends and which 
not one man in a thousand wguld 
like to have.” 

Halperin was an electrical con- 
tractor before joining the armed 
forces. Lt. Condiotti is a gradu- 
ate of Brooklyn College. He went 
into the navy in 1942. When his 
parents heard that the invasion 
had started, they went to a nearby 
synagogue and spent four hours

is understandable. Not only did 
he take up cudgels in behalf of 
the Jew, but in addition he was 
one of those legendary colorful fig- 
ures that make history so interest- 
ing even to a casual reader.

“I do not approve of what these 
extremists have done. I condemn 
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it. I deplore it. I lament it. But 
I understand it. Ever since the 
last war every outbreak of Arab 
terrorism in Palestine has been re- 
warded by new concessions to the 
Arabs at the expense of the Jews. 
Is it strange that some misguided 
Jewish youth have said to them- 
selves: ‘Maybe we’d have better 
luck if we tried these tactics, too!’ 

“These youths are the victims of 
bad examples. Who was Haj Amin 
al Husseini when Sir Herbert Sam- 
uel named him Grand Mufti of 
Jerusalem for life? A fugitive 
from a 15-year sentence in a Brit- 
ish court which had condemned him 
as a dangerous gang leader and 
agitator. How did the Grand Muf- 
ti repay the honors paid him? By 
conspiring with the Nazis and 
Fascists against the British. Where 
is he now? In Berlin, with der 
Fuehrer. 

“What is appeasement? Ap- 
peasement is the rewarding of 
one’s enemies at the expense of 
one’s friends, as Hitler was re- 
warded at Munich at the expense 
of the Czechs, as the pro-Axis ex- 
tremists were rewarded that same 
year with the White Paper at the 
expense of the anti-Axis Jews. The 
White Paper, Philip Noel-Baker 
told the House of Commons in May, 
1939, was ‘the government’s re- 
sponse ... to Arab violence.’ So 
these Jewish youths have asked 
‘themselves: ‘If violence is _ re- 
warded... ?’ 

“Every outbreak of Arab ex- 
tremism in Palestine since the las* 
war has borne fruit in new meas. 
ures of appeasement. In 192i 
Transjordan was taken from Pale- 
stine. In 1922, free immigratior 
was changed to immigration ‘or 
the basis of economic absorptive 
capacity.’ In 19338, land sales to 
Jews were restricted. In 1937, par- 
tition of Palestine was proposed 
at the expense of the Jewish Na- 
tional Home. In 1939, came the 
White Paper and all Jewish im- 
migration was ordered cut off aft- 
er March 31, 1944. 

“If the Jews of Palestine had 
proven enemies of the Allies in 
the last war and in this one that 
policy would be understandable. 
But the Palestinian Jews have 
played an heroic, if poorly ac- 
knowledged part in both. What 
did the Arabs do in the last war? 
‘For the most part,’ Churchill once 


said, ‘the Palestine Arabs were 
against us.’ What did they do in 
this war? Every Arab govern- 


ment from Egypt to Iraq has been 
riddled with Axis corruption and 
treachery. 


“The Jews of Palestine are a 
proud people. The newer immigra- 
tion which began in the 1880’s has 
already seen its third generation. 
They are self-reliant. They pro- 
tected their colonies against Arab 
marauders under the Turkish re- 
gime. They can protect themselves 
today. They are not going back 
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to the ghettoes.

Speaks On 


Rabbi Gives a Sermon 








] HAVE just come across a great sermon given 

by a rabbi. It was nothing that this rabbi 
said. It was what he did and the way he died. 
A sermon without any words! There may have 
been communication between him and God at 
the time; he may have sanctified the Name with 
a recitation of yisgadal, but to men only the 
majesty of his death spoke for him. 

Yes, he knew how to die and his death said 
for him: “My brethren, dying can be a sacrament 
if a man knows for what he dies and lays down 
his life gladly.” 

The Moscow newspapers told all about his 
death recently. He was the rabbi Isdac Zavada 
who in the better times served in the town of 
Sandomierz, Poland. Those were not good times 
either but they were much better than those which 
fell upon Poland in 1939 when Hitler started out 
toward the goal which presently appears to be 
but his grave. 

Rabbi Zavada fled into Soviet Russia where 
rabbis were not held in honor then, but the life 
of a Jew was respected, anyway. With him was 
his brother-in-law, Mendel Kohn, who had been 
a textile manufacturer in Lodz, 

Some. of us would have regarded Rabbi Zavada 
as an outlandish-looking person.He wore a long 
beard and the Biblically prescribed earlocks, It 
is to be guessed he looked a great deal like those 
long-bearded men who are seen on our American 
streets occassionally as they go about collecting 
money for yeshivas in Palestine. Some of our 
irritated fellow-citizens ask why do they have 
to look that way? 

This was Rabbi Zavada when he enlisted in the 
Polish Kosciusko Division of the Russian army. 
His brother-in-law joined at the same time. Since 
they were volunteers they could choose their way 
of serving in the Russian army. They elected to 
fight with a mortar battery. 

The kept their beards and their earlocks. To 
battle for the right was a consecration not at all 
separate from the sacred things of the Jewish 
faith as they practiced it. They refused to eat 
the non-kosher food of the army and prepared 
their own. 

They were among the best soldiers. To be a 
soldier in a sacred cause a man must be as 
thorough as he was in the knowledge of Torah. 
Could a man be less than perfect in Torah, since 
to know Torah well was a duty to God? To 
know Torah and to be a good soldier were in one 
line of duty. 

Rabbi Zavada became a sharpshooter. He 
was promoted to sergeant. He was made a com- 
mander of a mortar platoon. He said that, after 
all, a rabbi should make a good sergeant, con- 
sidering the practice he had had as the leader 
of his congregation. 

So, after the period of training, Rabbi Zavada 
and Mendel Kohn came to battle, Mende] Kohn 
fell in the first onslaught. There was no time 
to bury him, for the battle was swift. Rabbi 
Zavada left him there with God who would 
accept the holy deed of his dying that way in 
place of the sacred words that are spoken for 
che dead. 


The Moscow press reports the last hours of 
Rabbi Zavada’s life: “With his long beard and 
his locks flying, Rabbi Zavada, during the bat- 
tle, rushed from one mortar to another, giving 
orders and helping the crews. The Polish division 
had already gained the initiative and went over 
to offensive action. Rabbi Zavada, attacking to- 
gether with the infantry, was on of the first 
to leap from his trench to lead his men against 
the enemy lines,” 

The rabbi-soldier was killed. He was buried in 
the Russian village of Lenin on the road be- 
tween Mohilev and Orsha. A wooden plaque on 
his grave tells about him to all who pass by on 
the road from Mohilev Orsha. It is told in three 
ianguages—Yiddish, Polish and Russian: 

“Here lies the body of 53-year-old fighter Isaac 
Zavada. He died the death of the brave in the 
first battle of the Polish Tadeusz Kosciusko Di- 
vision against the German invaders. Three na- 
tionalities render him honor in simple words. 
His memory will remain forever in the hearts 
of his people and his country.” 

Yes, this was Rabbi Zavada’s wordless sermon 
in his last hour. It should bring understanding 
to all hearts in the tragic months to come. It 
may make the pain less and provide some light 
in the bleak darkness that suddenly will encom- 
pass hope and promise. 

As I understand it, Rabbi Zavada’s sermon 
says: So I am dead but please do not mourn 
for me. I joyously fulfilled myself and think of 
me in that way. I knew for what I died and such 
knowledge makes death understandable. 

Since all must die anyway, is it not better that 
a man dies for a great idea or an ideal, for the 
sake of a better world, for a liberation of man. 
For these things I died and I have no regrets. 
The last year of my life was given wholly to a 
thorough preparation for this death. 

I should have liked to live and pleasure my- 
self in the good world that is promised for all 
men after this war. But should a man require a 
reward for having done his part? Man lives that 
the world may be somewhat better for his hav- 
ing lived in it, that the burden of mankind’s tra- 
vails may not be so heavy on those who come 
after him. If, by giving my life I have purchased 
even one gleam to be added to the sum of hu- 
man happiness, I need require no more reward. 

I shall lie content on this road between Mo- 
hilev and Orsha. In the laughter of children pass- 
ing by in the years to come, in the creaking 
wagons full of the grain, in the peaceful ‘pur- 
suits of travelers going about their business on 
this road, I shall be content. I shall have been 
fulfilled since I died for the laughter of children 
in freedom, for a world in which there is bread 
enough for all, for the sake of peace in which 
men do their day’s work without fear. 

Only if men are faithless and do not build a 
good new world on peace and justice, will my 
death have been in vain and my life lost. 

This is Rabbi Zavada’s sermon as it comes to 
me from his grave on the road between Mohilev 
and Orsha.
